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Officers 
get new 
power to 
ban yobs 

TROUBLEMAKERS and 
boy racers could be banned 
from Welshpool town centre 
for up to 48 hours under 
new powers given to Police 
Community Support Of¬ 
ficers. 

The town has been 
plagued by anti-social be¬ 
haviour this year and the 
new powers will give PCSOs 
the chance to deal with 
those responsible. 

The new powers, brought 
in by Dyfed-Powys Police 
Chief Constable Simon 
Prince and Commissioner 
Christopher Salmon, will 
see the officers able to ban 
anyone they suspect of caus¬ 
ing or planning to cause bad 
behaviour for up to two 
days. 

It also means they can 
confiscate items such as al¬ 
cohol, spray paint and eggs. 

The move has been 
backed by residents and 
councillors in the town who 
say they hope it will reduce 
incidents of bad behaviour. 

Councillor John Corfield 
said “This is very welcome 
and it is definitely a step in 
the right direction. 

“Powers that the commu¬ 
nity support officers have 
had in the past have been 
virtually not existent. 

“We have been plagued 
with boy racers using the 
Berriew Street car park and 
with people congregating in 
groups in the town centre. 

“We also have problems 
with drinking in public 
areas.”

Loving tributes paid to ‘perfect’ son

TRIBUTES have been paid to a young man from 
Oswestry who died in a car crash in north Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Shane Vickers, 22, was killed on Thursday last 
week when the car he was in crashed into a tree on 
the A495 at Bronington. 

His friend Philip Madden, 18, from Bettisfield, 
was also killed in the crash. 

Mr Vickers grew up in Oswestry before moving 
to Bettisfield when he was seven. His father Nor¬ 
man and younger brother Kirk, 20, moved back to 
Oswestry later. 

His father Norman said: “He was a hard worker, 
and he was a petrol head. 

“He got on with everyone. He’d walk into a room 
a stranger and walk out a friend. Never seemed 
to fall out with anyone. He was a perfect son. We 
never argued, never fell out.” 

While he lived in Oswestry, Mr Vickers attended 
Whittington CE Primary School. 

He later went on to study joinery at college, but 
his father said he had shown an aptitude for build¬ 
ing with wood at an early age. 

“He built a treehouse down by the canal at Bet¬ 
tisfield when he was younger. I rang up and said I 
was from the council and I heard he’d built a house 
without planning permission,” he said. 

“He was denying it, then when he found out it 
was me he thought it was really funny.” 

After leaving college he ran his own carpentry 
and joinery business, and last week had started 
work as a subcontractor for Shropshire Homes. 

The chairman of Bronington Community Coun¬ 
cil said his thoughts were with the families of the 
two men. 

Councillor Simon Birch said:’’This stretch of 
the A495 is definitely an accident blackspot. It is 
known as one of the most dangerous in Wales. 

“There may not be an accident for a while - and 
then there will be a few in quick succession.” 

An inquest is due to be opened next week. 


ARREST IN SKATE 
PARK DEATH PROBE 


A MAN has been arrested on 
suspicion of manslaughter af¬ 
ter a 20-year-old died on his 
birthday following a Hallow¬ 
een night out at a skate park 
near Oswestry. 

The 38-year-old man has also been 
questioned over the supply of class A 
drugs. 

Matthew ‘Grimaldi’ Jones died in the early 
hours of Saturday morning after celebrating 
his birthday at a Halloween event held at the 
Academy Skatepark at the Rednal Industrial 
Estate. 

The suspect was today free on bail pending 
further investigation and is due to answer his 
bail on December 10. Police are appealing for 
anyone at the event to get in touch as they 
could have vital information. 

The results of a post mortem carried out by 
a Home Office pathologist are expected in the

next few days but officers have confirmed they 
are treating the death as suspicious. 

Mr Jones was a talented footballer, who 
played for Rhos Aelwyd FC, Johnstown Youth 
FC and was an apprentice plumber. 

He was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital but was pronounced dead in the early 
hours of Saturday morning. 

The skate park had been holding the Hallow¬ 
een party on Friday night. It was closed all day 
on Saturday but reopened on Sunday. 

Chief Inspector Tom Harding said: “This is 
a tragic incident and as part of our ongoing in¬ 
vestigation we are trying to piece together what 
happened on the night and are keen for anyone 
who was at the event or has any information 
relating to this incident to get in touch” 

“Although the results of a post mortem are 
not yet known we wish to highlight the dangers 
of taking illegal substances.” 

The Rhos Aelwyd club called off its matches 
on Saturday as a mark of respect. 


And at Johnstown Youth FC, the team, offi¬ 
cials and spectators held a minute’s applause 
before their match at the weekend. 

Manager Llion Adam Drake said: “It was a 
shock to hear of Matty’s death first thing on 
Saturday. 

“Unfortunately we couldn’t get a win in 
Matty’s memory but every single player played 
their hearts out for him, especially his friend 
Ryan Hanmer who was wearing Matty’s num¬ 
ber 8 shirt. Matty is a Johnstown lad and he 
had many connections with the club and his 
best friend still plays for us. 

“He’d still come down if there was no match. 
We placed his number 8 shirt in the centre cir¬ 
cle and had a minute’s applause.” 

Tributes have also been paid by Richard Wat- 
kin, manager of the Holt Lodge Hotel in Wrex¬ 
ham, where Mr Jones worked. 

He said: “Our thoughts are with Matty 
Jones’s family, a gent of a young man who I had 
the pleasure of employing. It is tragic news.”

Flying 
doctors 
are set to 
takeoff 

UP to eight new emergen¬ 
cy consultants will be em¬ 
ployed to provide a new 
flying doctor service across 
Mid Wales, including from a 
base at Welshpool. 

The Welsh Assembly said 
it will employ seven or eight 
new consultants to go on 
flights with the Welsh Air 
Ambulance crew from April. 

The charity has bases in 
Welshpool, Swansea and 
Caernarfon. 

The £3 million scheme 
will see patients given doc¬ 
tor-led care within 30 min¬ 
utes. 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said he 
questioned deputy health 
minister Vaughan Geth- 
ing on how the service will 
work. 

He said: “From April 
2015, the new service will 
provide 95 per cent of the 
Welsh population with doc¬ 
tor-led care within 30 min¬ 
utes. This will mean faster 
treatment for trauma in¬ 
juries, strokes and heart 
attacks, potentially saving 
lives. 

“Seven or eight additional 
emergency consultants will 
be recruited to complement 
existing staff from across 
Wales’s seven local health 
boards to support the initial 
12-hour service. 

“The announcement that 
a consultant/paramedic 
team will be permanently 
based at Welshpool and 
ready to go at four min¬ 
utes’ notice is very welcome 
news.” 

Recycle firm

A WELSHPOOL recycling 
company has safeguarded 
40 jobs by expanding across 
the country. 

The Potter Group has 
bought waste management 
organisation Resources 
Management UK (RML) in 
Pembrokeshire.

The move further in¬ 
creases Potter’s presence 
across Wales.

The image was initially 
only available to her friends 
and family, but someone in 
the group complained about 
the content. 

“I was really upset. I was 
offended. I didn’t think that 
they would take it down. I 
was upset that somebody 
in my Facebook would do 
that,” she said. 

Facebook has since re¬ 
stored the picture, saying 
that breastfeeding pictures 
did not breach rules on nu¬ 
dity and claiming that its 
removal was an accident. 

The photo began to circu¬ 
late after Emma posted it 
on a mothers’ forum. It has 
since gained nearly 250,000 
likes. 

She said it was normal 
for mothers to post intimate 
pictures of themselves with 
their children on Facebook. 


Brave Richard saves animals from blaze

A MAN on crutches dashed to the res¬ 
cue of stricken animals after a barn 
went up in flames, destroying thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of machinery 
and hay. 

But for the quick thinking of Rich¬ 
ard Hughes, the damage to Llawr- 
y-Pant Hall Farm, outside Selattyn, 
near Oswestry, could have been much 
worse. 

Richard, 37, son of farm owners 
Roy and Gwen Hughes, discovered the 
fire, rang 999, and got out as fast as 
he could on his crutches to save the 
animals, despite having recently had 
surgery on his spine. 


Neighbours reported hearing a loud 
bang and one said they felt their house 
shake as the fire, which broke out in 
the five-bay barn at about 7.45pm on 
Saturday, took hold. 

Crews from Oswestry, Ellesmere, 
Baschurch and Shrewsbury battled 
the blaze into the night and returned 
on Sunday morning to further damp it 
down and carry out an inspection. 

A tractor, quad bike, a ride-on 
mower, and straw chopper were de¬ 
stroyed, along with hay and feed. 

Roy, 72, said he and Mrs Hughes had 
gone out for a meal, leaving Richard 
alone on the farm. 


He said: “The fire crew said if Rich¬ 
ard hadn’t been here the whole place 
could have gone up. He heard a bang 
and thought it was someone setting off 
a firework in the yard. He popped his 
head out and there were flames coming 
out of the barn - it was a tractor tyre 
he’d heard pop.” 

He said Richard was recovering 
from surgery to fuse discs in his spine, 
where he had had a metal rod inserted. 

Richard’s sister Hayley Wiggins, 35, 
said: “He’s been quite poorly, he’s had 
a back operation.Richard had gone in 
on his crutches because there were 
dogs, cattle and calves in there.” 
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Hospitals 
looking 
for staff 
overseas 

HOSPITAL bosses are look¬ 
ing as far afield as The Phil- 
lipines to solve a nursing 
staffing crisis, it has been 
revealed. 

Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust is hop¬ 
ing the overseas recruit¬ 
ment drive will help them 
fill up to 30 vacant nursing 
posts at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital and Telford’s 
Princess Royal. 

About 20 interviews have 
taken place in Portugal last 
week alone and the search 
has also been extended to 
Spain. 

Trust chiefs are currently 
having to plug the gaps by 
paying vastly over the odds 
for agency staff, while ex¬ 
pensive temporary staff are 
also being employed short¬ 
term to cover spiralling sick¬ 
ness levels at the two sites. 

Papers submitted to a 
meeting of the trust board 
revealed there was an av¬ 
erage of 39 posts across the 
trust operating “in excess 
of budget” - paying more 
than health chiefs had an¬ 
ticipated - during the period 
from April to September. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
trust workforce director 
Victoria Maher said: “Our 
ability to recruit staff affects 
us right the way across the 
board - the pay bill, perfor¬ 
mance, morale.Nationally 
it’s a problem, where nurses 
are concerned demand is 
outstripping supply.”

GRAHAM Breeze, a former 
associate editor with Shrop¬ 
shire Newspapers, has been 
elected to the Llanerchydol 
ward on Welshpool Town 
Council. 

The former manager of 
Llansantffraid FC received 
289 votes, ahead of Gareth 
Davies on 137 and Heather 
Chave on 79. The returning 
officer announced a 31 per 
cent turn out. 


Producer Andy making his 
filming dreams come true 


GROWING up in the former mining village 
of St Martins near Oswestry, Andy Evans 
thought his dream career of working in films 
might be out of his reach. 

But that dream very much came true when the 
credits rolled at the London premiere of Dylan 
Thomas biopic Set Fire To The Stars and Andy saw 
his name in lights alongside Lord of the Rings star 
Elijah Wood. 

“I think I always had an interest in film and TV but grow¬ 


ing up in St Martins in the 
1980s it’s very difficult to 
see how you could get into it 
so as a kid you think you’ve 
got to live somewhere else to 
get anywhere,” Andy said. 

“It was only after I did 
my masters that I asked for 
a job as a runner in TV and 
within five years got my own 
company.” 

Andy, 44, produced the 
film, which stars Wood as a 
poet in 1950s New York who 
embarks on a week-long re¬ 
treat to save his hell-raising 
hero Dylan Thomas. 

“Elijah is phenomenal,” 
Andy said. “If we’d had an¬ 
yone else it wouldn’t have 
worked. 

“He came to us as an 
idea and the director said 
he couldn’t see anyone else 
play that role. 

“He was wonderful to 
work with. He loves inde¬ 
pendent films and when he 
realised who else we’d got 
on board he was sold. 

“When he realised it was 
black and white he loved it.” 

Despite having a CV full 
of Hollywood blockbusters, 
Wood was as far from a 
prima donna as possible. 

“He rolled up on his own 
with no entourage and on 
the first day of filming we 
put him in a freezing lake 
and he had no complaints at 
all,” Andy said. 

“He DJ-ed at our wrap 
party. He’s a very normal 
guy.” 

The cast and crew spent 
just 18 days filming the 
movie in January and Feb¬ 
ruary this year on location

in Swansea. “We used some 
very creative set designs 
to make Swansea look like 
New York, but it was really 
exciting to find that some of 
the places we were filming 
were places where Dylan 
Thomas had stayed or writ¬ 
ten in.

Wildlife campaigners disappointed over badger ruling 


WILDLIFE campaigners say they are 
disappointed after the Court of Appeal 
dismissed a request for independent 
experts to monitor badger culls to 
ensure they were being done in a hu¬ 
mane way. 

The Badger Trust asked three 
judges at a recent hearing in London 
make the ruling. 

But Lord Justice Davis, Lord Justice 
Christopher Clarke and Lord Justice 
Bean dismissed their case. 

Helen Trotman of Shropshire Wild¬ 
life Trust has been working with Defra 
on a project to encourage greater up¬ 
take of badger vaccination as an alter¬ 
native to the cull. 

She said: “We are disappointed that 
badger culling still forms part of the 


Government’s strategy for tackling 
TB but hope vaccination of badgers 
will play a larger part in the future. 
Support for vaccination should also be 
available in high risk areas like Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“Cattle to cattle transmission rep¬ 
resents the most important route of 
disease spread so it is vital that the 
main focus of the Government’s strat¬ 
egy to eradicate bTB remains on cattle 
measures, as this is where the most 
significant disease-control gains will 
be made.” 

Shropshire Wildlife Trust is in the 
third year of a five-year vaccination 
project on one of its nature reserves 
in North Shropshire. This is part of 
a broader programme in cooperation 


with Cheshire Wildlife Trust and indi¬ 
vidual farmers. 

Mrs Trotman said: “We want to 
support famers who wish to vaccinate 
and demonstrate the practical, on-the- 
ground application of badger vaccina¬ 
tion as just one tool that is available 
in our efforts to tackle bovine TB in 
Britain. It is vital that we find the 
right mechanisms to control this dis¬ 
ease and the emphasis of all our efforts 
should be to find an effective, long¬ 
term solution.”

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Indecent image 
charges admitted 

A MAN has admitted 
charges of making inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Trevor Hulse looked 
close to tears as he stood 
in the dock on Monday to 
plead guilty to the charges 
at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court. 

The 50-year-old admit¬ 
ted making 187 indecent 
photographs of children 
between April 2006 and 
September last year. 

Eleven of the pictures 
were in the most serious 
Category A range, with the 
great majority - 167 - in 
the least serious Category 
C, the court heard. 

Hulse, of Nursery Close, 
West Felton, admitted 
three charges of making in¬ 
decent pictures of children. 

Judge Peter Barrie 
adjourned the case for 
probation to carry out a 
pre-sentence report and 
Hulse was given bail. 

Crash causes 
delays for traffic

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Police bosses lay down the 
law with new uniform rule

UNNATURAL hair colours, tongue studs and chewing gum have all 
fallen foul of a new uniform policy which has been rolled out by the 
police service which covers the Welshpool area. 

The new Dyfed-Powys Police policy outlines uniform and appearance stand¬ 
ards for officers, community support officers, special constables and staff, and 
has been introduced to improve the public’s confidence in the police, according 
to bosses at the force. Police and Crime Commissioner Christopher Salmon wel- 

— ------- corned the new rules, which include 

neatly trimmed hair, no multiple ear¬ 
rings or nose studs and no offensive 
tattoos. 

He said: “The public want me to ensure 
high standards of professionalism; respect 
for the uniform is the first part of this. 

“Uniforms give confidence and self-re¬ 
spect. This policy will help give the pub¬ 
lic officers who engender that confidence, 
credibility and respect.” 

The policy has been drawn up by chief 
officers across the region to clarify force 
requirements for standards of dress and 
appearance. 

Religious and cultural requirements will 
be accommodated as far as possible, and on 
certain operations senior officers may spec¬ 
ify a dress code more appropriate for the 
circumstances. 

Chief Constable Simon Prince said: 
“Public confidence in the officers and staff 
of Dyfed-Powys Police will be enhanced by 
presenting a smart and professional image. 

“The wearing of uniform to a consist¬ 
ently high standard across the force area 
portrays a confident and credible image to 
the public and the communities that we 
serve.” 

The policy includes a standard uniform 
of black shirts for officers and blue shirts 
for community support officers, staff is¬ 
sued with hats wearing them at all times in 
public view when practicable and officers’ 
footwear being black, clean and polished. It 
also includes officers’ hair being neat and 
tidy, not shaved into motifs or dyed a con¬ 
spicuously unnatural colour. 

Men should either be clean shaven or 
they must keep beards, moustaches and 
sideburns neat. There must be no nose 
studs, tongue studs, multiple ear studs or 
decorative earrings, no tattoos that cause 
offence to the public and no officers on duty 
chewing gum in public view.

Enforcement of

Powys County Council parking officers 
have started giving out parking tickets in 
Mount Street which residents and traders 
say will harm town centre businesses. 

Signs advertising a 45-minute parking 
limit were put up earlier this year, but the 
ruling was only enforced from last month. 

Yvonne Ellis who runs Welshpool 
Kitchen Company, said: “The street is just 
empty. Nobody is parking here after the 
parking officer started slapping tickets on 
the cars. 

“Residents are struggling to find alterna¬ 
tive parking and it’ll affect retailers. 

“We are urging them to introduce a 
scheme to allow parking here as 45 minutes 
means nobody is using the street.” 

Powys County Council said the parking 
limit had been in place since 1967. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member 
for highways, said: “Parking restrictions 
for on-street parking is there for short term 
use as it improves the turnover of parking 
spaces to assist footfall to neighbouring 
businesses and reduce the volume of traffic 
looking for a free parking space. 

“Parking restrictions on Mount Street in 
Welshpool were introduced in 1967. As this 
is a trunk road, the Welsh Government is 
responsible for implementing any restric¬ 
tions on the use of their highways. As the 
enforcing authority, we must ensure we act 
in a fair and consistent manner.

Thrillseeker Mark tells of 
incredible cliff face escape

AN extreme sportsman from a village near Oswestry has returned 
home just weeks after escaping death in a paragliding accident in 
America. 

Back home safe in Melverley Mark Dann has told of the moment, trapped on a 
tiny ledge halfway down a 150 foot cliff face, he decided to unstrap himself from 
his parachute harness. 

Mark knew he had badly damaged his back when his flight off cliffs in San Diego in Cal¬ 
ifornia went badly wrong, and he plummeted downwards smashing against the rock face.

Village post 
office is set 
to relocate 

A VILLAGE post office near Welshpool will 
be more than doubling its opening hours 
following a relocation in January. 

Guilsfield Post Office will be moving from 
its current premises in Arddleen Road into 
the Spar shop next door. 

New opening hours will be 7.30am to 
9pm Monday to Saturday and 8.30am to 
9pm Sunday, offering customers an extra 
56 hours per week. 

Adrian Wales, Post Office regional net¬ 
work manager for Wales, said: “We un¬ 
derstand how important having a Post 
Office is to residents in Guilsfield and we 
are confident that this new modern branch 
will make it easier for our customers to do 
business with us and also secure services 
for the future. 

“The changes to the branch are part of 
a major investment programme to 2018, 
the largest in the history of the Post Office, 
that will see over 8,000 branches - about 
two thirds of the Post Office network - 
converting to new-style branches. The in¬ 
vestment marks a commitment to no more 
branch closure programmes.” 

Mr Wales said the majority of Post Office 
products and services will still be available, 
and as the new premises are next door to 
the current branch, customers will be able 
to use the same parking facilities. 

A consultation was carried out with cus¬ 
tomers and residents during the summer, 
and work will now start to prepare the Spar 
shop for the Post Office facilities. The new 
branch will open on January 21. 


drag his chute - and him - off the ledge 
Mark, 46, made the decision to get out of 
the harness, usually his lifeline. 

“I knew that, without the chute, if I 
slipped and fell, I probably wouldn’t sur¬ 
vive. But if the wind took it and me off the 
ledge I could be tossed around like a rag 
doll,” he said. 

Mark was reliving his accident after re¬ 
turning to his home in Melverley with wife 
Rachael and his three children. 

Mark said that as soon as he took off 
from the top of the cliffs on October 5, the 
first day of his holiday, he knew he had 
made a mistake. 

He said: “I could see the cliff face getting 
nearer and nearer and I managed to spin 
myself around to avoid slamming into it 
front first. 

“The chute snagged onto this tiny ledge 
and I managed to hang onto it to stop my¬ 
self falling further.I went into emergency 
mode. I know I had done something to my 
back, but I could wiggle my toes and I felt 
pain, which was a good thing.” 

Mark was airlifted to hospital by helicop¬ 
ter and doctors found he had broken two 
lower vertebrae and had to use bone from 
one of his ribs to fuse them together in an 
operation. 

He says people constantly ask him why 
one of Britain’s most experienced paraglid¬ 
ing instructors took off in no wind and says 
the answer is simple. 

He said: “I have two heads, one is Mark 
Dann the instructor, the other Mark Dann, 
adrenalin junkie. I was on holiday, not 
working, and that day I had my adrenaline 
junkie head on, the one that pushes the 
boundaries, the one that wants to do some¬ 
thing a bit different. 

“I behaved in a way I would never behave 
with my instructor’s hat on. 

“People also ask me why I want to fly 
again. It’s simple. I know why the accident 
happened and what I did wrong. 

“If I didn’t know then I wouldn’t fly. But 
I made a mistake and its one I will never 
make again.” 


THE Government is expected to launch a 
consultation on reforms that will help solve 
the problem of mobile phone blackspots in 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

It comes after the failure of the operators 
to reach a voluntary agreement with minis¬ 
ters on improving coverage in areas where 
reception is patchy. 

In these so-called ‘partial not-spots’, 
signal is limited to one or two mobile net¬ 
works. Customers who have contracts with 
networks that do not cover these zones 
cannot make calls or send text messages, 
even though other networks may be avail¬ 
able. On top of that, those people are still 
charged the same amount as customers who 
do receive reliable signal in other parts of 
the country. 


Travellers in foreign countries, however 
- and foreigners visiting Britain - can use 
roaming facilities to switch to local net¬ 
works in order to stay connected. 

A Whitehall source said: “We want to 
eradicate this situation of partial not-spots. 
There is expected to be a consultation in the 
coming days and this could include a legis¬ 
lative option.” 

Ministers have separately promised to 
provide £150 million to fund hundreds of 
new mobile phone masts providing coverage 
to the most rural areas, which could include 
Shropshire. Hundreds of people have signed 
a petition started by the Oswestry & Border 
Chronicle’s sister paper the Shropshire Star 
calling for better mobile phone coverage in 
the region.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


If anything in life winds me up 
more than meaningless studies, 
reports and surveys I’ve yet to 
find it. 

So another ridiculous, and 
probably expensive load of driv¬ 
el, criticising teachers who use 
praise as a tool in education, 
got me frothing at the mouth this 
week. 

Robert Coe, a leading profes¬ 
sor at Durham University, has 
written the Sutton Report on 
behalf of the education charity 
of that name and claims that too 
much praise conveys a message 
of low expectations. 

This is criticism of the very 
professionals who best know 
their children and their stu¬ 
dents.I’m sick of hearing of the 
latest fads and fashions regularly 
promoted as the best formula to 
improve teaching and learning 
methods. They only last until 
another report is commissioned 
and then find their way into the 
nearest bin. 

Children do need praise when 
praise is deserved. Just as praise 
in the workplace should be given 
too. Every child and adult is dif¬ 
ferent, try to treat them as exact 
equals and you will surely floun¬ 
der. While one needs a friendly 
arm on the shoulder the other 
requires a kick up the backside 
to produce their best results. 

Taking away the ability to treat 
individuals differently is a recipe 
for disaster which is why the Sut¬ 
ton Report will probably go the 
way of so many other studies - 
straight into the shredder. 

Teachers are already working 
under immense pressure, often 
under the eyes of school inspec¬ 
tors who seem determined to 
find fault for the very sake of it. 
Please let teachers teach. 

Tonight I shall be heading to 
Walsall’s Bescot Stadium, not to 
watch a football match but to re¬ 
ceive an award on behalf of the 
Oswestry & Border Chronicle. 

It’s an award for you, the 
Chronicle’s readers and adver¬ 
tisers, from the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service for rais¬ 
ing enough money to provide 
Oswestry with five potentially life 
saving defibrillators. 

Your support for our campaign 
to introduce the defibrillators to 
Oswestry was magnificent.I’m 
honoured to accept the award 
on your behalf.

Home town recognises 
war poet Owen's legacy

War poet Wilfred Owen 
still has strong links to 
Oswestry.

AS commemorations of the 
centenary of the First World 
War take place this week, 
Oswestry’s soldier poet Wilfred 
Owen, who fought and died in 
the war, is being remembered 
in two special events in his 
home town. 

Local historians, writers, actors 
and children have come together to 
produce a town trail about Owen’s 
life in the town and and also a play 
about his last day. 

It was funded through a £10,000 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund’s First 
World War: Then and Now programme to 
Llanymynech Amateur Dramatic Society. 

The award gave local playwright Neil 
Rhodes the opportunity to write the play 
and historian John Waine the chance to 
create the trail. 

Produced 

Mr Waine said: “I am so pleased that 
the Wilfred Owen Trail has finally been 
produced. 

“The Owen Family were stalwarts of 
Oswestry town during the 1800s and 
their experiences and lifestyles influ¬ 
enced the man and poet that Wilfred 
Owen became. 

“The town trail will show visitors and 
local people the memorable places in 
Oswestry that Wilfred Owen would have 
known.” 

The new town trail was launched at 
the premiere of new play called The For¬ 
ester’s House on Tuesday - the anniver¬ 
sary of Wilfred Owen’s death. 


The play is set in the town of Ors in 
France just days before the 1918 armi¬ 
stice was announced. 

The camaraderie between Wilfred 
and his men, the longing for home and 
the long suffering acceptance of the war 
set the scene for the final day of Wil¬ 
fred’s life. 

His poetry runs through the play 
bringing to life the whole experience of 
being a soldier in the ‘Great War’. 

And two members of the cast of The 
Forester’s House have revealed the 
family connections which make the play 
special to them. 

Both Neil Morley and Peter Coxhead 
took to the stage for the premiere of 
The Forester’s House, and in a strange 
coincidence, both men had relatives 
who served in the same campaign as 
the war poet - and died on the same day. 

Mr Coxhead’s great-great-uncle John 


Vincent Coxhead served with A Com¬ 
pany, 16th Battalion, The Lancashire 
Fusiliers, and fought alongside Owen. 

“John Coxhead was involved in the 
crossing of the Sambre Canal, 1,000 
yards North of Ors, in France, in the 
last days of the German retreat,” Mr 
Coxhead said. 

“In the face of severe enemy machine 
gun fire from the east bank, his regi¬ 
ment eventually secured a bridge made 
from cork rafts wired together but 
losses were high. 

“The famous poet Wilfred Owen also 
fought alongside John Vincent and 
together with sixty other ranks, are 
buried in Ors Communal Cemetery, 
France.” 

Mr Morley’s great uncle John Owen 
Forryan, who was always known as 
Owen, was the youngest of four broth¬ 
ers - three of whom died during the war. 


Mr Morley said: “I only discovered the 
died-on-same-day link after the first play 
reading, which prompted me to re-check 
on World War One family history. It was 
then also that I recalled that he was al¬ 
ways called Owen, and not John. 

“My brother has a postcard sent by 
him from the Front, signed Owen. 

“There were no Welsh connection in 
the family, so it was surprising that he 
used Owen as his first name. 

“He served as a Corporal with the 9t 
Battalion Royal Sussex Regiment and 
was killed in action aged 24 on Novem¬ 
ber 4, 1918, at Wargiesle-le-Petit in the 
Battle of the Sambre - the same battle 
as Wilfred, but a few miles north up the 
canal. 

History 

“As for me and my part in the play, 
I was glad to be involved because Wil¬ 
fred Owen was one of my favourite poets 
when doing English at A-level and later 
university.” 

Julia Thomas, chairwoman of Llan¬ 
ymynech Amateur Dramatic Society, 
said: “The project was an ideal way to 
give local young people an involvement 
in commemorating the First World War 
and getting them to appreciate how im¬ 
portant Wilfred Owen and his poetry are 
not only to Oswestry but also nationally. 

“The Marches School, Oswestry 
School and Llanfyllin High School have 
all been involved in the project and 
young people from the schools have 
got involved in the production through 
drama and research.” 

The Forester’s House will be per¬ 
formed at The Marches School in 
Oswestry tomorrow (Friday) and Satur¬ 
day and in Llanymynech Village Hall on 
November 13, 14 and 15. Tickets can be 
booked at www.ladsonline.co.uk

Immigration is an issue very 
much on the mind of the British 
people. It’s right that it should 
be. 

However, much of the debate 
is controversial, complex and in 
my opinion, rather confused. 

The main basis of confusion 
is that the headline immigration 
figures are not the immigration 
total at all, but the difference 
between the number of people 
moving into Britain and the num¬ 
ber leaving. 

The main reason immigration 
headline numbers has not fallen 
as fast as the Government want¬ 
ed is that people are not leaving 
to live in Europe as they were. 

A second major influence on 
immigration is the availability 
of work. Most immigrants are 
searching for work. 

We should remember that in 
general, immigration (at a sus¬ 
tainable level) has been and re¬ 
mains good for Britain, and for 
our economy. 

The free movement of EU 
citizens within the EU is an im¬ 
portant founding principle of the 
Union. 

While there must be changes 
to the rules of entry, it would not 
be in Britain’s interests to pull up 
the drawbridge. There are over 
two million British people living 
in Europe, and parts of our NHS, 
our social care system and some 
sectors of industry depend on 
overseas workers. 

Let’s consider what changes 
could and should be made. 

Firstly, we must ensure no-one 
enters Britain illegally. Under 
the last Government this was 
allowed to happen on a massive 
scale. 

Secondly we must try to en¬ 
sure our welfare system is not 
available to anyone who has 
moved to the UK without a job 
to move to. 

And thirdly we must introduce 
protection against sudden large 
influxes of immigrants from new 
EU accession states. These 
changes can be made. 

Personally, I find the current 
focus on immigration deeply 
uncomfortable. If we are to en¬ 
sure that the UK has a settled 
prosperous peaceful future we 
should take a welcoming ap¬ 
proach to those who come to 
Britain to work and live amongst 
us.

I CAN’T AFFORD TO GO TO COURT TO GET ACCESS TO SEE MY CHILDREN WHAT CAN I DO? 

Q: My estranged wife and I agreed access times between ourselves for me to see our two children every weekend when we split up. For a while it 
worked, but now she has a new boyfriend and is being difficult to the point where I haven’t seen the children for almost two months. 

Without court intervention I can’t see this situation changing but I understand legal aid is no longer available to go to take a case to court unless the 
children are at risk. Even though I am in work I don’t earn enough after paying maintenance to my ex to afford a solicitor. 

What can I do? 

A: As their father the children have every right to have contact with you and despite your financial concerns there are various options available to 
you moving forwards. 

Firstly, mediation can provide an alternative to court proceedings, which can allow you to sit down with your wife and reach an agreement amicably 
rather than potentially causing greater animosity through taking the matter to court. It is also important to note that Legal Aid is still available for 
Mediation, and therefore it is worth contacting your local Mediation Service to find out if you qualify. 

In the event you do not qualify, there are private Mediation Services available, which can be a significantly cheaper alternative to court proceedings. 

Finally if mediation does not work, or you feel that in your current situation an agreement will not be reached, an application can be made to the court 
for a Child Arrangements Order in which you can act as a litigant in person, without the need for a solicitor to represent you. Please note if you were 
to make such an application it would be prudent to still get initial advice from a solicitor.

Man cleared of 
rape allegation 

A FOOTBALLER has been 
cleared of raping a woman 
after he celebrated a cup 
win. 

Lee Andrew, 27, from 
Llanfair Caereinion, had 
been accused of the rape 
after a night out celebrat¬ 
ing a cup win with Llanfair 
United in April 2013. 

During the trial at Caer¬ 
narfon Crown Court, the 
jury was told Mr Andrews 
had met the woman in a 
Llanidloes pub during the 
evening. 

It had also been claimed 
that when they had sex 
later the woman had been 
asleep and so wouldn’t 
have been able to consent. 

But Kim Halsall, defend¬ 
ing, said the woman had 
agreed to have sex. The 
jury heard that the com¬ 
plainant told police she 
wanted to drop the charge, 
although she insisted that 
her version was true. 

Visitors take tour

Paterson calls for slashing 
of taxes for high earners

TAXES for higher earners should be slashed and the Department 
for International Development abolished to turn Britain’s fortunes 
around, Oswestry’s MP Owen Paterson has said. 

The former environment secretary insisted income tax, stamp duty and inheritance tax 
were out of control and having a “dampening effect” on wealth creators. 

The North Shropshire MP also suggested public spending could be cut by up to £170 
billion - saying the Tories should not shy away from “getting rid of’ government depart¬ 
ments. 

The comments came in a speech to launch 
his new think-tank, UK 2020 on Tuesday. 

Supporters of theUK 2020 group want it 
to become an influential lobby group within 
the Conservatives, reflecting the views of 
many within the party. 

Mr Paterson - who lost his Cabinet job in 
the summer reshuffle - said history showed 
that “if you reduce taxes, you grow the econ¬ 
omy”. 

“As it is, we are seeing a narrowing of 
the tax base and, with it, an increased tax 
burden upon those who we really want to 
encourage to create wealth,” he said. 

“The accumulation of Income Tax, Stamp 
Duty and Inheritance tax, before even add¬ 
ing VAT, Council Tax and energy subsi¬ 
dies on a utilities bill have a compounding, 
dampening effect on people.” 

Mr Paterson said headline tax rates did 
not give the whole picture, as they did not 
include national insurance payments. 

And he pointed out that while only one in 
20 people paid the 40 per cent higher rate 
in 1980, the proportion earning over the 
threshold of £41,450 now was more like one 
in six. Four fifths of homes are also being 
caught by stamp duty, and the charge is 
much higher than previously. “It is high 
time we rediscovered the virtues of low tax¬ 
ation,” Mr Paterson said. 


Knitted hat record total beaten 


A CRAFTY market stall 
holder has handed over a 
staggering 3,650 miniature 
knitted hats to a national 
fundraising campaign. 

Gemma Manning-Bent- 
ley, who runs Gemmipops 
Designs in Oswestry Indoor 
Market, has taken part in 
the Innocent Smoothie and 
Age UK Big Knit campaign 
for the past four years. 

The idea is for people to 
knit hats for the company’s 
smoothie bottles to wear, 
and for each hat sold the 
company makes a donation 
to Age UK. 

This year Gemma 
smashed her previous totals 
and last week she handed 
over several boxes packed 
full of woolly hats to repre¬ 
sentatives from Age UK. 

She said: “There are so 
many people to thank - it 
always feels that so much of 
the publicity is focussed on 
me, but the real hard work 
is done behind the scenes by 
all of the lovely knitters. A 
big thank you goes to The 
Thursday Night Ladies at 
the Moors chapel in St Mar¬ 
tins, who have given around 
1,500 hats between about 
Gemma Manning-Bentley with some of the hats ten people this year.” 


Turbine plans 
thrown out 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build a gi¬ 
ant wind turbine in the countryside near 
Ellesmere, which had attracted almost 
200 objections, have been thrown out. 

Planning officers at Shropshire Council 
ruled the proposed 327ft (99.7m) turbine 
in Tetchill would have a severe impact on 
the surrounding area, outweighing any po¬ 
tential benefits. 

The news has been greeted with delight 
by Lincoln McMullan, chairman of Elles¬ 
mere Chamber of Commerce. 

The business leader said he believed 
most of the town would be thrilled by the 
decision. 

The plans were initially met with anger 
from local people who believed it would 
create an eyesore and a potential distrac¬ 
tion for motorists. 

Shropshire Council received 198 letters 
of objection to the plans submitted by In¬ 
tech Clean Energy compared to 36 sup¬ 
porting them. 



Hospitals 
warning 
of huge 
overspend 

THE two main hospitals in 
Shropshire are on course for 
a “significantly worse than 
hoped” £12 million-plus 
overspend, health chiefs 
have warned. 

Unprecedented demand 
on accident and emergency 
units at the hospitals is part 
of the problem, according to 
bosses. 

Figures show more than 
300 people a day are com¬ 
ing through the doors at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital and Telford’s Princess 
Royal. 

Health bosses say they 
have not been given enough 
cash to deal with all the 
extra patients they are hav¬ 
ing to deal with. 

And spending on agency 
nurses to cover unfilled va¬ 
cancies at the hospitals and 
an increasing number of 
people going off sick have 
also been cited as contribut¬ 
ing factors. 

Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust had 
planned to be overspent by 
nearly £6.2 million at the 
end of September to meet 
a revised target of an £8.8 
million end-of-year deficit 
agreed with Government 
health chiefs. 

But the trust is already 
nearly £8.7 million in the 
red in the first six months of 
the financial year, according 
to papers which went before 
a meeting of the trust board 
at the Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal last week.

Mr Davies said: “I am 
very pleased to have been 
offered a new opportunity to 
contribute to research into 
specialist care of the elderly. 
The shocking implications 
of the shambolic handover 
of domiciliary care services 
in Powys has strengthened 
my long-term interest in 
this policy area. 

“Montgomeryshire has a 
large elderly population who 
have been badly let down by 
those who carried a respon¬ 
sibility to care for them. 

“My role as a fellow will 
be to develop specialist el¬ 
derly care policy at a na¬ 
tional level, but inevitably 
my interest will be local to 
Montgomeryshire as well.”

Valuation 

system 

decision 

welcomed 

THE Welsh Government’s 
announcement that it will 
maintain the current val¬ 
uation system of TB com¬ 
pensation rates for compul¬ 
sorily purchased cattle has 
been welcomed by Powys 
politicians. 

The decision to keep the 
current system was an¬ 
nounced by Rebecca Evans, 
deputy minister for food 
and farming, and followed 
consultation. 

Glyn Davies, MP for 
Montgomeryshire, said the 
decision was the right one. 

He said: “I welcome the 
Welsh Government’s deci¬ 
sion to preserve the current 
valuation for TB compensa¬ 
tion payments in Wales, and 
have maintained an ongoing 
discussion on the issue with 
Montgomeryshire AM Rus¬ 
sell George. 

“The adoption of a tab¬ 
ular system based on av¬ 
erage market prices would 
have not only resulted in 
reduced prices paid to farm¬ 
ers, but would have also led 
to increased pressure and 
uncertainty, during what 
is inevitably already a very 
stressful situation for live¬ 
stock holders.” 


Drilling campaigners vow 
to keep fighting gas plans 


CAMPAIGNERS opposed to plans to 
drill for gas at Dudleston Heath near 
Ellesmere have spoken of their de¬ 
light after councillors echoed their 
fears over the scheme. 

But members of Frack Free Dudleston 
have admitted to being frustrated that 
Shropshire Council’s north planning com¬ 
mittee was unable to throw out the plans 
permanently. 

Campaigners will have to wait until a future 
meeting of the committee to find out whether 
plans for a temporary exploratory borehole for 
coal bed methane in Dudleston Heath will fi¬ 
nally be refused. 

Speaking after the planning meeting at Shire- 
hall in Shrewsbury, Chris Hesketh, spokesman 
for Frack Free Dudleston, said: “I am delighted 
by the response of the councillors. 

“But I am frustrated and disappointed by the 
planning officers. I guess we will just have to 
wait and see what the final outcome will be. 

“In the meantime I will carry on researching 
things.” 

Campaigners fear the scheme could open the 
door for controversial “fracking”, or hydraulic 
fracturing, for shale gas in future years. 

But applicant Dart Energy denies it has any 
plans to use fracking for shale gas in the county. 

Duncan Kerr, from North Shropshire Green 
Party, said: “There is no public support for 
fracking, but there are huge profits to be made.

“The coalition government has stripped away 
the resources of our council and are dangling 
fracking and mining opportunities as a way to 
earn more money.” 

Pippa Davies, from Oswestry, said: “We have 
been destroying the planet from the ground up 
for years. 

“We have to protect the environment for fu¬ 
ture generations.” 

Julia Gallacher, who also opposes the scheme, 
said: “No hypothetical considerations are al¬ 
lowed yet Dart would not test drilling if they 
didn’t think there was a good chance for future 
large scale extraction.” 

A spokesman for Dart Energy told the meet¬ 
ing: “It is small scale, it can be carried out safely, 
and the site will be fully restored following the 
completion of operations. 

“It is only a single well and there is no frack¬ 
ing involved. 

“We recognise it must be carried out responsi¬ 
bly with minimal impact.” 

The proposed site of the scheme has become 
home to environmental “protectors”. 

They have constructed a fortress as a signal to 
Dart Energy that they plan to resist any efforts 
to move them. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has 
already spoken in favour of plans for shale gas 
extraction in the area.

Ambulance shortfall spelt 
out by area health bosses 


MORE than 500 extra staff and 37 extra ve¬ 
hicles would be needed for the ambulance 
service which covers the Oswestry area 
to achieve national response targets for all 
postcodes in Shropshire, councillors have 
been told. 


Dr Julie Davies, direc¬ 
tor of strategy and service 
redesign at Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
had failed to reach 75 per 
cent of serious emergen¬ 
cies in the target of eight 
minutes for the past two 
years. 

She said it would take 
510 extra staff and almost 
40 ambulances to achieve 
national guidelines, but said 
this was “unaffordable” due 
to a lack of funding. 

Dr Davies also said it 
would be difficult to fund 
the additional resources or 
recruit the staff even if it 
had the money. 

She made the comments 
during a presentation at 
a meeting of Shropshire 
Council’s health and adult 
social care scrutiny commit¬ 
tee. 

There are currently 200 
staff in the county, but that 
would need to over double.

per cent response rate in 
eight minutes. 

It was revealed that in 
2012/13 this was at 67.2 per 
cent in Shropshire and in

Councillor Heather Kidd, 
who represents Chirbury 
and Worthen, said: “The 
CFRs are great when you 
have the right thing wrong 
with you, but this in not 
what happens in most cases. 

“I think the CFRs are 
great volunteers but to use 
them to plug gaps is not an 
answer. 

“They can only deal re¬ 
ally with things like heart 
attacks. They can’t with 
road traffic collisions or a 
stroke.”

Croup's 
TB plans 
voted out 
by council 

THE leader of the Welsh 
Conservative group at 
Powys County Council says 
he is disappointed a move to 
run a joint TB eradication 
trial with the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment was not supported 
by fellow councillors. 

Councillor Aled Davies 
outlined his group’s propos¬ 
als during a debate at a full 
council meeting but Powys 
County Councillors voted 
against the move. 

The trial would have 
monitored the rise and fall 
in the number of TB out¬ 
breaks on Powys farms 
when the badger population 
is controlled in combination 
with vaccination. 

Cllr Davies said farmers 
would receive a permit to 
control badger numbers in 
the case of a TB outbreak. 
Farmers would also have to 
bear the cost of controlling 
the badger numbers, mean¬ 
ing there would be no cost to 
the Welsh Government and 
very little to Powys County 
Council. 

Councillor Davies, said: 
“It is an emotional and an 
economic drain to see in¬ 
fected cattle slaughtered. 

“We must take a more 
wide ranging and ambitious 
approach to limiting the 
number of badgers carry¬ 
ing TB. A healthy badger 
population and cattle free 
from TB is what everyone 
in Powys wants. 

“This was a chance for La¬ 
bour and the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats to show that they 
understood rural Wales.”

Buyers taking 
up homes offer 

ALMOST 100 people 
bought homes in Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford & Wre- 
kin using the Help to Buy 
scheme between July and 
September, taking the total 
value of Government loans 
in the county to more than 
£15 million. 

New figures released by 
the Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment show that in the 
third quarter, 83 people in 
Telford & Wrekin and 16 in 
Shropshire took out equity 
loans under the scheme. 

They had a total value of 
£2.88 million and £567,000 
respectively. 

The loans are used to 
provide up to 20 per cent 
of the cost of a new-build 
home, meaning that people 
can buy with a five per cent 
deposit and a mortgage 
worth 75 per cent of the 
total value. 

A total of 135 people 
have made use of the loans 
in Shropshire, borrowing a 
total of £4.92 million. 

County children 
hit by poverty 

CHILDREN in Shropshire 
are arriving at school hav¬ 
ing not eaten breakfast 
and are missing out on 
extracurricular activities 
because of their family’s 
finances and transport 
problems. 

National studies by 
teachers’ unions have re¬ 
vealed the problems faced 
by some children in the 
classroom.

Millions 
spent on 
flooding 
defences 

THE Environment Agency 
has spent nearly £4.5 mil¬ 
lion on flood defences in 
Shropshire over the past 
four years, according to new 
figures. 

About £2.53 million has 
been spent on capital pro¬ 
jects since 2010 and almost 
£1.7 million - just over 
£400,000 a year - on main¬ 
tenance projects. 

A further £41,000 of “re¬ 
covery spend” was racked 
up through work at Arc 
Corner in Melverley near 
Oswestry and Battlefield 
Brook in Shrewsbury, and 
tree removal at Strine 
Brook in Newport following 
the winter of 2013/14. 

Cash has been used to 
pay for the £2.4 million 
Coleham Head flood risk 
management scheme in 
Shrewsbury, while £96,000 
went on Ash Brook channel 
improvements in Church 
Stretton and £75,000 on a 
flood alleviation scheme in 
Much Wenlock. 

Most of the money - 
£2.868 million - was spent 
in 2010/11 when the Cole- 
ham Head project was being 
developed. Cash was spent 
in Much Wenlock the fol¬ 
lowing year and in Church 
Stretton in 2012/13. 

The figures were revealed 
by Dan Rogerson, Parlia¬ 
mentary Under-Secretary 
of State for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs, in 
the House of Commons after 
Shrewsbury & Atcham MP 
Daniel Kawczynski asked

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^Paterson 
reiterates 
warning 
on power 

OSWESTRY’S MP and for¬ 
mer Environment Minister 
Owen Paterson has reiter¬ 
ated his view that the lights 
will “definitely go out” in 
the future unless there is a 
sea change in Government 
power policy. 

Mr Paterson refused to be 
drawn on reports of possible 
winter blackouts follow¬ 
ing several fires at power 
stations and the closure of 
others. 

Energy Secretary Ed 
Davey said contingency 
plans were in place and de¬ 
clared: “There will be no 
blackouts. Period.” 

But Mr Paterson said 
problems lie ahead. 

It comes after Didcot B, 
a gas-fired station in Ox¬ 
fordshire which produces 
enough electricity to meet 
the needs of one million 
households, was reduced to 
half capacity after a blaze 
broke out in one of the two 
cooling tower modules at 
the site. 

There was also a fire at 
the power station in Iron- 
bridge earlier this year. 

In a keynote speech, Mr 
Paterson called for the Cli¬ 
mate Change Act 2008 to be 
repealed. 

Mr Paterson said: “I have 
been very careful not to 
comment on the immediate 
short term, I only want to 
speak really about the long 
term. 

“If we have a very, very 
cold January and no wind, 
the circumstances will be 
very different compared to 
if we have a mild January. 

“My main concern is that 
unless we address the issue 
of legally binding targets 
imposed on the Secretary 
of State the lights will defi¬ 
nitely go out in the future. 
The problems with nuclear 
power stations and the fire 
at Didcot, these are all real 
reminders of how vulnera- 
bl e we are.” _ 

Dyke taken 
off the 'at 
risk' register 

AN ancient monument 
which runs through the 
Oswestry area has been re¬ 
moved from English Herit¬ 
age’s “at risk” register. 

Part of Wat’s Dyke, 
a 40-mile raised mound 
earthwork, runs between 
Selattyn and Gobowen. 

The dyke runs through 
the northern Welsh Marches 
from Basingwerk Abbey on 
the River Dee estuary, pass¬ 
ing to the east of Oswestry 
and on to Maesbury. 

It is one of several sites in 
Shropshire which have been 
taken off the register. 

The register lists impor¬ 
tant sites or buildings which 
English Heritage believes 
are in danger of deteriora¬ 
tion and decay. 

However, several sites in 
the county have been added 
to the register. 

New entries on the list in¬ 
clude the historic furnaces 
in The Gorge at Ironbridge. 

Various Grade I and 
Grade II listed churches 
around the county are also 
on the list and in need of 
rescue according to English 
Heritage.

“The Guildford Four, Stephen Law¬ 
rence, The Hillsborough Inquest and 
The Gurkhas - these historic fights for 
justice all involve legal aid lawyers. 

“Cuts to legal aid are not only a false 
economy but see victims of domestic 


violence being cross examined by their 
abusers and they remove the ability of 
the individual to effectively challenge 
unlawful actions by the government. 

“I am delighted that the Justice Al¬ 
liance film which has real stories from 
real people who were helped by legal 
aid, has received recognition.” Law 
Society president Andrew Caplen said:

COUNCILLORS in Welshpool have demanded more action from the 
area’s police and crime commissioner amid concerns about polic¬ 
ing. 

Welshpool Town Council is unhappy at the response to its concerns over an¬ 
ti-social behaviour from Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime Commissioner Chris¬ 
topher Salmon. The commissioner met with members of the town council in 

September and was also 
handed a list of other 
concerns which he re¬ 
plied to through a letter 
to town clerk Robert 
Robinson. 

During the meeting, 
councillors had raised con¬ 
cerns that police officers in 
the town were becoming too 
friendly with criminals and 
posing for “selfie” photo¬ 
graphs with boy racers. 

In his letter to councillors, 
Mr Salmon said: “Profes¬ 
sionalism is crucial to polic¬ 
ing. Officers are encouraged 
to build strong relation¬ 
ships with those they serve 
but clearly that should stop 
short of over-familiarity. 

“I have raised this matter 
with the Chief Constable 
and am satisfied he is deal¬ 
ing with it appropriately.” 

The letter though was 
criticised by councillors. 

Councillor Ann Holloway 
said: “I is a standard letter 
he could have sent to an¬ 
yone, I would like a fuller 
answer from him. 

“This could be an answer 
to any kind of question.” 

Councillor Estelle Bleivas, 
who had raised the selfie-is- 
sue with Mr Salmon, added: 
“I would like a fuller ex¬ 
planation given the stupid 
behaviour of some of the 
idiots.” 

Councillor Derek Simms 
said he would like to invite 
the Chief Constable of Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police, Simon 
Prince to meet the council. 

He added: “It seems that 
there is a lot of references 
to Mr Salmon speaking to 
the Chief Constable in this 

“Shouldn’t the Chief Con¬ 
stable come here to meet us 
then and have a discussion 
about this?” 

Councillor Malcolm Doug¬ 
lass, town mayor, said the 
council would write back to 
Mr Salmon and ask for fur¬ 
ther explanations on what is 
being done. 

He added: “It seems like 
we think he is not worth his 
salt from this letter.” 


Motorists 
given car 
park advice 

DRIVERS who use Powys 
County Council’s pay and 
display car parks are being 
asked to consider buying 
permits which will make 
parking cheaper for them. 

The council said drivers 
can either buy a 12 month, 
six month or three month 
permit. 

A 12 month permit costs 
£225 to use in any of the 
council’s long stay car 
parks. It costs £125 for a six 
month permit while a three 
month permit costs £75. 

Councillor John Powell 
said: “If you are using one 
of our long stay car parks 
on a regular basis, then 
purchasing a parking per¬ 
mit may save you money 
in the long term. It cur¬ 
rently costs £2.50 to park 
for over four hours in our 
long stay car park a day. If 
you used the car park five 
times a week for the whole 
year, it would cost £650 in 
pay and display charges but 
you could save a substantial 
amount if you purchased a 
parking permit.”

Alan Evans overcame hurdles despite his injury, even learning to write again 


Tributes paid to former 
rugby player and coach 


A MAN who was left a tetraplegic after a 
tackle on a rugby pitch has died. 

Alan Evans, 56, from Oswestry had bat¬ 
tled with his spinal injury for more than a 
decade, overcoming his disability to play 
wheelchair rugby and undergoing several 
operations to regain some movement in his 
hands. 

He died, peacefully, at the Wrexham Ma- 
elor Hospital on October 16 with his former 
wife and step-daughter by his side. 

Mr Evans, who had had a career in the 
Army, sustained his injury while vice cap¬ 
tain of Oswestry Rugby Club’s first team in 
a match against Birmingham, on November 
23, 1991. 

He carried on his interest in rugby and, at 
the age of 50, he was awarded a Certificate 
of Achievement by Rugby Football Union 
president John Owen at the home of Eng¬ 
lish rugby, Twickenham. 

The award was given for his success in 
rugby on the pitch before he was injured, 


playing wheelchair rugby and earning his 
level one rugby coaching certificate. 

His friend, Gary Vaughan, said Mr Evans, 
who lived in a specially adapted bungalow 
in eastern Oswestry, had been a very brave 
man. 

Perseverance and a pioneering operation 
gave him back enough use of his hand to be 
able to write his own Christmas cards, use 
the kitchen and with the dawn of the inter¬ 
net he was able to use computers and keep 
in touch with the outside world. 

Mr Vaughan said Mr Evans was proud of 
his sporting achievement before and since 
his accident and his achievements in over¬ 
coming his severe disabilities. 

Mr Vaughan said: “In recent years he 
really did struggle with his injuries and 
infection and spend a great deal of time in 
hospital.” 

“He spent his final hours as he wanted 
to, with his former wife and step-daughter,” 
he added.

Crosses pub in the village of the same name. 

A Facebook page has also been set up to rally public support, where objectors have been 
able to share their own views and comments about the plans. So far more than 120 people 
have liked the page since it 
went live. 


The pub closed earlier 
this year after a turnover of 
a succession of tenants. 

Developer Eagle Court 
Development Ltd has ap¬ 
plied to Powys County 
Council for planning per¬ 
mission to convert the pub 
into three homes and built 
two others on the site. 

One of those against 
the development is retired 
schoolmaster Glyn James. 

He said: “In the past 
25 years there have liter¬ 
ally been hundreds of new 
houses built in Four Crosses 
so to add a few more is 
hardly necessary at the ex¬ 
pense of a village amenity. 

“That the inn is no longer 
viable in its present form is 
undeniable. 

“However, this pub was 
formerly a thriving business 
and if renovated properly it 
could be a valuable asset to 
the community again. 

“The developers have 
asked the residents of Four 
Crosses to understand their 
decision. Of course we un¬ 
derstand - they are business 
people who have paid what 
amounted to the price of a 
couple of building plots, and 
if their plans are allowed to 
go ahead then they stand to 
make a substantial profit.” 

But Jennifer Strachan, 
one of the former tenants 
at the pub who was there 
for 15 months from October 
2012, said she had been dis¬ 
heartened at the lack of the 
overall support given by the 
majority of the community. 

She said: “On a Sunday 
we usually catered for no 
more than 12 covers. 

“The loyal customers who 
did support us were wonder¬ 
ful, friendly and a pleasure 
to know. 

“However, with all the 
utility bills, business rates, 
rents and VAT we were 
forced to close the doors as 
the business was not eco¬ 
nomically viable.” 

Powys County Council 
will decide on the applica¬ 
tion at a later date.

Urgent care 
unit needed, 
claims AM 


AN urgent care centre must be opened in Mid Wales to 
help deal with a shake-up of health services across the bor¬ 
der, a politician says. 

Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Russell George said 
he has been told Welsh Ass embly ministers are looking 
into the proposal in a bid to ' 


ease pressure on Shropshire 
A&E services. 

The region’s MP Glyn 
Davies said either Welsh¬ 
pool or Newtown Hospital 
should become a designated 
urgent care centre to deal 
with those being taken to 
Shropshire A&Es when they 
do not need to be. 

Mr George said: “I am 
pleased that the First Min¬ 
ister Carwyn Jones has 
committed the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment to looking into 
whether it is feasible to cre¬ 
ate an urgent care centre in 
Mid Wales to serve the peo¬ 
ple of north Powys. 

“Health services in Shrop¬ 
shire are currently under 
review and it is likely that 
an emergency centre for the 
treatment of serious injuries 
will be created, supported by 
anywhere between four and 
seven urgent care centres in 
Shropshire. 

“Unfortunately in spite of 
a cross border agreement, 
none of these urgent care 
centres will be in Montgom¬ 
eryshire. 

“Powys Teaching Health 
Board should now follow 
the Shropshire model and 
look to upgrade a commu¬ 
nity hospital. 

“However, if this is to 
occur, the health board 
needs to be properly fi¬ 
nanced by the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment to allow them to 
do it. 

“As the debate in Shrop¬ 
shire in now underway, it’s 
time that these options are 
now given serious consider¬ 
ation, so that the people of 
Montgomeryshire are not 
disadvantaged.” 

Mr Davies added: “We 
need either Newtown or 
Welshpool to be designated 
an urgent care centre, deal¬ 
ing with those being taken 
to Shropshire A&E who do 
not need to be.”

POWYS secondary schools 
are facing severe financial 
difficulties because of fund¬ 
ing reductions and a fall in 
pupil numbers, a review has 
revealed. 

The county council com¬ 
missioned PWC to carry out 
a financial viability study 
of the county’s secondary 
schools. 


The commissioned study 
was ordered following an 
Estyn inspection and review 
of the education authority in 
2011 and 2012. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, 
cabinet member for schools, 
said the study found that 
even with action being taken 
now, the county’s education 
system may still need to be 
restructured. 

Councillor Jones said: 
“The council commissioned 
PWC to carry out an in- 
depth financial viability 
study of the secondary sec¬ 
tor as part of its response to 
the 2011 Estyn inspection 
and 2012 progress review. 

“Initial findings from the 
study show that schools are 
taking considerable action 
to manage their finances 
but a combination of diffi¬ 
cult budget settlements and 
falling school pupil numbers 
means that the position is 
getting gradually worse. 

“Even concerted cost 
management may not be 
enough to avoid structural 
change to secondary and 
post 16 education. It is an¬ 
ticipated that PWC will com¬ 
plete their work by the end 
of November with a range of 
options to be considered by 
Cabinet in January 

“The county council re¬ 
mains committed to pro¬ 
viding the best possible 
educational provision for 
the pupils of Powys and will 
be working proactively with 
all stakeholders to develop 
the most innovative, effec¬ 
tive and sustainable model 
of delivery of secondary ed¬ 
ucation.”

BRITAIN’S got talent - 
and so has Mid Wales, as 
Alan Crowe of Welshpool 
proves in a newly pub¬ 
lished book. 

Alan has dipped into the 
pool of entertainers which the 
region has served up over the 
decades to tell their stories. 

“It’s a comprehensive guide to 
the many and varied entertainers 
that have come out of, or worked 
out of, Mid Wales,” said Alan, of 
Leighton View, whose self-pub¬ 
lished book is called “Entertain¬ 
ing Mid Wales & Beyond” and has 
involved much research. 

Alan said the area could boast a 
wide range of stars and entertain¬ 
ers. 

He said: “There are a few that 
have migrated into the area. 

“There are choirs, soap stars, 
classical musicians, Covent Gar¬ 
den opera stars, television present¬ 
ers, beauty queens, and so on.” 

And among those featured is 
Alan himself. 

Many folk in the area may know 
Alan through the Ala Cra Disco, 
which was just one string to his 
bow. 

Alan’s own book describes him 


as “probably the most all-rounder 
of the Mid Wales entertainers - DJ, 
compere, children’s entertainer, 
actor, recording artiste, costumed 
character, writer and promoter.” 

The book looks into the back¬ 
ground of dozens of entertainers, 
both past and present, in the area. 

So let’s take a delve into just 
one select category, that of beauty 
queens. 

And so step forward the hugely 
successful Ann Jones, who hailed 


from the Oldford estate in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

She won the triple crown - Miss 
Wales, Miss United Kingdom, and 
Miss Intercontinental. 

Alan writes that few holders of 
the Miss UK title - which she won 
in 1978 - enjoyed as much success 
as Elizabeth Ann Jones. 

“Ann raised more money for 
charitable causes than any other 
Miss UK. 

“And she launched the new uni¬ 


form for the WRVS,” Alan writes 
in his book. 

His researches turned up some 
notable ancestors. 

Her paternal great-grandfather 
was the young drummer boy at 
Rorke’s Drift during the Zulu War. 

And her maternal grandfather, 
Bert Evans of Welshpool, had his 
own dance band. 

Ann married a Mexican who 
owned hotels and nightclubs in 
Acapulco in 1983, and moved to 


Mexico. More recently Jamie Lee 
Williams of Llanymynech has won 
a string of beauty titles, has done 
modelling work, and is also an ac¬ 
complished singer. 

One thing Alan has been wor¬ 
ried about in writing the book is 
that he might leave somebody out, 
so we are sorry to tell him that he 
has missed out a 1990s Mid Wales 
beauty queen, Julie Davies, who 
worked in Newtown and won the 
Miss Wales crown in 1994. 


Highway 
reminder 
given to 
farmers 

FARMERS and contractors 
are being reminded to clean 
up any mud and debris their 
vehicles leave on the road. 

Powys County Council 
has issued the reminder 
after receiving reports 
that agricultural vehicles 
are leaving large amounts 
of mud and debris on the 
roads. 

Farmers and contractors 
have a legal obligation to 
ensure their vehicles are 
cleared before entering the 
public highway.

Anyone 
who deposits mud and de¬ 
bris on the highways is re¬ 
sponsible to keep the roads 
clear and safe. 

“Where we have had to 
take action to clear a road 
of mud and debris, we will 
identify those responsible 
and charge them for the 
work.” 
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concerns 
over bid 
for homes 
on estate 

A WOMAN who grew up on 
the estate of a stately home 
said she “cannot believe” 
plans to build 50 homes 
within its grounds. 

The Brogyntyn Estate, 
near Oswestry, dates from 
1735, and was home to the 
Harlech family. 

But for many years the 
hall was leased to British 
Telecom for offices. 

Local developer, J Ross 
Developments, has now ap¬ 
plied for planning permis¬ 
sion to demolish the hall’s 
east wing, build 50 homes 
in the estate’s grounds, and 
convert a farm house into 11 
homes. 

The developers say their 
plans are the only way the 
future of the estate’s hall 
can be safeguarded. 

But the proposals have 
shocked Elizabeth Calvillo 

She said it would be a 
“tragedy” if the estate’s 
prime agricultural land was 
built on. 

Mrs Calvillo, who now 
lives in Shrewsbury, said: 
“My father worked on the 
estate for Lord Harlech 
and I lived in a house in the 
grounds. It was an idyllic 
childhood. 

“Brogyntyn Hall and es¬ 
tate has been allowed to fall 
into total disrepair. 

“There are now plans 
to create what amounts to 
a new Shropshire village 
in the midst of beautiful 
Shropshire countryside.” 

The application will be de¬ 
bated at a future meeting of 
Shropshire Council. 


Councils to work together 
on homes windfall funds 


A CONTROVERSIAL 66-home development 
on the edge of Oswestry will bring a £300,000 
windfall to help the community, it has been 
revealed. 

Councillors are now set to consider how to spend 
the money generated by the new estate at The Cot¬ 
tams, which lies between Oswestry and and the vil¬ 
lage of Morda. 


The money will come the 
Community Infrastrcuture 
Levy, which ensures devel¬ 
opers pay money to Shrop¬ 
shire Council to help with 
the infrastructure of an 
area where building work is 
allowed to take place. 

Members of Oswestry 
Town Council discussed 
how the money could be 
spent during a private ses¬ 
sion, and have since said 
they are keen to discuss 
the issue with their coun¬ 
terparts at Oswestry Rural 
Parish Council. 

The plans had been met 
with protests from people 
from both the fringes of 
Oswestry and those living in 
the village. They said it was 
urban sprawl creeping into 
the countryside and would 
mean “the demise of a local 
community and the loss of 
an idyllic boundary and the 
rural green belt land be¬ 
tween Morda and the town”. 

Fears had been raised 
from those living in Morda 
that the CIL money could go 
instead to Oswestry.

David Preston, clerk of 
Oswestry Town Council, 
said: “The Cottams develop¬ 
ment is for 66 houses which 
will mean a total pot of 
money in excess of £300,000. 

“After a discussion the 
town council has agreed that 
in principle the CIL funding 
should benefit those directly 
affected by the development 
and also the new residents.” 

He said the town council 
recognised that the site was 
within the Oswestry Rural 
Parish Council administra¬ 
tive area. 

“We would welcome early 
discussion between the town 
and the rural parish council 
to look at the priorities of 
the area and to secure the 
widest possible benefits.” 

More than 100 people 
wrote letters of objection to 
the planning application for 
The Cottams aftr the plans 
were revealed. 

There was also a packed 
public meeting held in 
Oswestry to discuss the bid.

Mud's a glorious way 
to seek out wildlife 


LATE autumn can be a treasure trove 
for the naturalist and natural history 
detective. 

It is not that there are any more creatures 
to be seen at this time of the year, indeed 
many species have either left our shores, hi¬ 
bernated or died off, both plant and animal. 
True enough we welcome large influxes of 
winter visitors in autumn, but it does not 
make up for previous numbers of organisms 
in spring and summer. 

The key attribute to relish in this season is visi¬ 
bility. Grasses die back in fields; hedgerows become 
‘hollow’; most woodland trees lose their leaves and 
on the lake fringes, reeds decrease in size, den¬ 
sity and number. Granted, all of this loss of visual 
blockages is not guaranteed to significantly in¬ 
crease your wildlife tally, but it should help. But 
I’ve omitted one key autumnal element, mud, glo¬ 
rious mud. 

Yes, in November seeing the signs of various an¬ 
imals can be easier than seeing them themselves. 
It’s not all plane sailing, tree dwelling species are 
still inaccessible, especially those in coniferous 
plantations. 

Distinguish 

Sheep prints become the bane of the deer track¬ 
er’s life and birds can be difficult to distinguish in 
their mixed flocks. But one animal that leaves both 
obvious signs and whose possibility of sightings are 
increased by less vegetation, is the otter. 

Otters are classified as Near Threatened on the 
IUCN Red List and listed under CITES Appendix 
1, being protected in the UK under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act, 1981 and classified as a Priority 
Species in the UK Biodiversity Action Plan. 

All this protection as well as concerted conserva¬ 
tion projects across the UK and finally an improve¬ 
ment in our watercourses, means that otters have 
launched a superb comeback from literally being on 
the brink of extinction in the 70s. 

There are however only an estimated 1,600 ot-

ters in England (although hopefully this is a con¬ 
servative figure) and therefore you might think it 
difficult to spot one of only 1,600 individual crea¬ 
tures. You’d be right and otters are still a highlight 
of most naturalist’s day if one is seen. 

On the other hand you may think that if they are 
confined to water and watercourses, then that is 
quite a high number. Unfortunately for those eager 
to see an otter, the territories of the males (as some 
of you may have gleamed from Autumnwatch last 
week) are considerable. 

Up to 65 square kilometres in fact, and otters 
will regularly cross fields and woods to patrol it. In¬ 
deed one of the greatest hazards to the species now 
that hunting has been banned, are cars on busy 
roads, often miles from the nearest river or lake. 

So what to look for? Well as previously men¬ 
tioned, otters fall into that category of wildlife far 
more easily seen via their signs than seeing the 
animals themselves and this is where that mud 
comes in handy. Along riverbanks and waterways, 
look for five-toed footprints (about 6-7cm long) and 
droppings or ‘spraints’. 

Otters leave spraints in prominent places, such 
as fallen trees, weirs and bridges, as ‘scented mes¬ 
sages’, helping them to find mates and defend ter¬ 
ritories. They contain visible fish bones, scales and 
have a distinctive, pleasant smell, reminiscent of 
Jasmine tea. The smell is one of the best endorse¬ 
ments to confirm your identification, but because 
it is such a light and dainty smell, I must admit it 
does require one to get very, very close.

Calls on term 
time holiday 
are criticised 

CALLS to overturn tough rules on term time holidays have 
been criticised by a Shropshire education chief. 

The controversial regulations on taking children out of 
school during term time have been supported by education 
bosses, who say there is enough flexibility in the current 
rules. 

Geoff Pettengell, representative for the Shropshire Sec¬ 
ondary Heads Association, has said whilst the rules may 
be strict, they have enough flexibility to accommodate for 
exceptional circumstances. 

He said: “My opinion is that we would take the view that 
it is really important that children are in school, and that is 
how they are going to ensure their best outcomes. 

“There are some great schools in Shropshire and attend¬ 
ance is a big part of success in those schools. 

“Having said that, there are a range of exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances where parents and families require time to 
spend together for a whole range of reasons. 

“My personal advice is that there is enough flexibility 
within the rules to grant permission in exceptional circum¬ 
stances.” 

But the Local Government Association is calling for 
headteachers to be allowed to use their common sense 
when approving trips, which would allow parents to take 
their youngsters away from school during term time with¬ 
out risking a fine. 

Under the current system, parents who take children out 
of school without permission could face a £60 fine per child, 
rising to £120 if it is not paid within 21 days - those who 
fail to pay can face prosecution with a maximum fine of 
£2,500 or a jail sentence of up to three months. 

The new rules on term time trips were introduced last 
year and opponents argue that some families are unable 
to, or cannot afford to take breaks during school holidays. 

But Mr Pettengell said: “We wouldn’t want to go back 
to a time like five or six years ago when parents felt they 
were entitled to take children out for two weeks each year. 

“I think it is about head teachers using their professional 
judgement. It is not about having your annual holiday 
when the flights are cheaper. 

“It is about taking into account children’s education and 
their development.”

The NX 300h has technology 
and refinement in spades but 
it’s up against stiff competition. 

This is more of a case of what isn’t 
new, because the NX is fresh off the 
drawing board as a little brother to the 
much-respected RX. If the RX 400h 
hybrid was the father of socially-ac- 
ceptable SUVs, the NX 300h is a not- 
so-distant cousin. 

The styling is as sharp as a supermodel’s 
face, and you’ll probably either love it or 
hate it. That’s what Lexus wants, because 
you can’t please everybody and it’s better 
to please some people a lot than fade into 
the background. The NX is no shrinking 
violet, as long as you avoid silver. There’s 
a completely new colour option that layers 
ordinary paint over a highly compressed 
layer of flake to create a deeper, more lus¬ 
trous shine. Even in white the difference is 
obvious - and deliciously premium. 

Choose anything above the basic S 
model and you’ll benefit from winter-beat¬ 
ing four-wheel drive. The NX is a bit of a 
Tardis, too, with 475 litres of boot space 
courtesy of a huge hidden compartment 
and enough rear legroom to let your kids 
have a game of boules.

There’s also a space-saver spare wheel 
as standard - unique among the NX’s ri¬ 
vals. But check this out for a practical fea¬ 
ture: the bottle holder in the centre console 
has a high-friction base so you can open 
twist-cap drinks with one hand.

There’s also an induction charging pad 
that needs no wires to charge a compatible 
handset. You’re basically driving the future. 

For the most part the NX is high qual¬ 
ity, especially the leathers. There are one 
or two small bits of Toyota-spec plastic but 
they’re easy to ignore. The touch-pad com¬ 
puter interface is actually more intuitive 
than you might initially give it credit for, too. 

The drive is impressively refined, with 
supple suspension, decent body control 
and super-smooth response from the hy¬ 
brid powertrain. It’s not that hard to accel¬ 
erate gently away using just the electric

Big, 
perfectly supportive and highly adjustable, 
the only caveat is for drivers who like their 
seat back very upright, at which point the 
forward-leaning anti-whiplash headrests 
become a pain. 

The Mark Levinson stereo - exclusive to 
the Premier trim grade - is worth a men¬ 
tion too. It has special software to identi¬ 
fy and compensate for the lost quality of 
compressed digital music, and as long as 
the source is hooked up via a wired con¬ 
nection, it’s brilliant. Music played via Blue¬ 
tooth doesn’t benefit in the same way. 

The NX has stiff opposition from its Ger¬ 
man arch-enemies, but it’s more than good 
enough to win fans at the mid-range Lux¬ 
ury price of £34,495. Classic FM-smooth 
hybrid drive is a big selling point and the 
clever on-board tech is right on the money. 

But who would buy one? There are 
USPs for parents, business users, tech 
geeks and obviously people who’ve had 
enough of the usual German options. 
The NX is a clever car, and a lot of peo¬ 
ple should appreciate its comfort, gadgets 
and generally premium feel. This deserves 
to be the car that boosts Lexus’ UK sales 
to the next level.

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Audi TT what a scorcher

The iconic Audi TT is still in¬ 
stantly recognisable despite the 
launch of the third generation 
model. 

It’s been a massive success for 
Audi since making a first appearance 
back in 1998 and the company has 
no doubts that sales in the next 12 
months will exceed all expectations. 

The latest TT retains the aluminium 
and steel hybrid construction of previous 
models but this model is lighter, more ef¬ 
ficient and faster than ever before. Offered 
in Sport, Quattro and S line trims there’s 
a choice of 230bhp 2.0-litre TFSI petrol or 
184 2.0-litre TDI Ultra diesel engines. 

The petrol is offered with a six-speed 
manual gearbox matched to front-wheel 
drive or quattro all-wheel drive with S tron- 
ic dual-clutch transmission, while the Ultra 
diesel gets front-wheel drive with the man¬ 
ual gearbox. 

Outwardly it’s hard to notice many 
changes, probably the most significant be¬ 
ing the distinctive Audi rings logo switch¬ 
ing from the grill to the bonnet and sharper 
headlights in R8 style. 



The wheelbase has been stretched by 
37mm, and although it’s slightly shorter 
and narrower you would never notice. Clev¬ 
erly Audi has increased boot space and 
with the seats folded the TT easily passes 
the golf club test - not many coupes come 
close to having that much space. 

The TT really is a driver’s car and the 
2.0TFSI Quattro tested has steel low down 
in the chassis with good use of aluminium 
to keep weight down - 50kg lighter than 
the previous model. 

The demanding Scottish mountains 
were the ideal location to test the Quattro 
to the limits, despite a year’s worth of rain 
having fallen in the previous 24 hours and 
part of the planned route closed by a land¬ 
slip. 

Agility 

It has electrifying pace, reaching 62mph 
in just 5.3seconds, maximum speed of 
155mph, C02 emissions of 149g/km and 
at 370Nm, the highest torque in class. 

The revised quattro AWD drivetriain now 
offers even more agility and grip and it 
proved virtually impossible to produce any 
rear-end twitch or understeer even in such 
bad conditions. 

Audi has become renowned for luxuri¬ 
ous and inspired interiors and the TT has 
really stepped up to the mark, benefiting 
from the company’s “virtual cockpit’ sys¬ 
tem with a 12.3in high-res display screen 
replacing the conventional dials. 

Very sensible heating controls are now 
found on the vents themselves, reducing 
the need to go searching for switches and 
brilliant use of Google Maps gives the sat- 
nav system an air of high-tech quality. All 
cars come with DAB radio, leather seats 
and climate control.

Audi s Drive Select system is standard 

across the range, too, and for the first time 
it adjusts the all-wheel drive system on 
quattro models, to give a sportier set-up in 
Dynamic mode. It also allows you to set up 
your favourite mix of modes in the individ¬ 
ual setting. 

As you would expect from Audi safety kit 
comes in abundance, including a full-com¬ 
plement of airbags and Isofix. TFSI models 
come with active lane assist as standard 
and the options list includes blind spot 
warning, traffic sign recognition and Audi’s 
Park Assist technology. 


You know you are getting quality when 

you pick Audi so it’s no surprise to find out 
that prices have gone up The TFSI Quattro 
on test had an on-the-road price of £34,545 
but when you add on the extras that quick¬ 
ly rose to £45,000. 

It’s only right to say that you can still put 
a TT on the road for less than £30,000 
and it’s also right that Audi’s residual val¬ 
ues are always better than the direct op¬ 
position.
